Water Control 
Plan For Glades 
By Engineer Wallis 
Lands Benefitted To Pay 


Additional Taxes For 
Benefits Received 


Giving a definiten 
official background to the oft re- 
peated statement that many 
thousands of acres of the va 
muck area are not suitable for 
farming, Turner Wallis as Engi-| 
neep for the Everglades Drain- 
age District, offers a plan for 
study, criticism, improvement or 
change by the land owners based 
on the theory that you “pays fer 
what you gits” and offers no 
legerdemain cureall for financial 
oujey: 

With accompaying maps of 
detail, Wallis gives authori 
the Experiment Station, U 
Soil Survey.and U. S. Geological 
Survey data, for his statement 
that, approximately 62 per cent 
of the four and a half million 
acres within the district, for one 
reason or another, is unfit for 
farm use. 

Another eye-opener for many 
is the showing that neither of the 
three canals—West Palm Beach, 
Hillsboro, and Lauderdale—!as 
the eapacity to serve the lands 
now developed and in process of 
being developed. 

The Town of Belle Glade and 
all lands from fe dyke to the 
Brown Farm on each side of the 
Hillsboro, and including lands 
on the cut-off canal from Six 
Mile Bend to Twenty Mile Bend 
are subject td the hazard of 
floods because of the inadequacy 
of the Hillsboro Canal, Lands 
along the cut-off canal are of- 
fered some slight assistance by 
the West Palm Beach Canal. 

Benefits of the proposed im- 
provements, aside from the agri- 
cultural lands immediately bene- 
fitted are listed as follows: 

oss of soil from fires and 
subsidence would be retarded. 

Water supplies would be re- 
stored and maintained through- 
out the Everglades. 

Wildlife could be conserved 
and increased in the uncultivat- 
ed areas. 

Municipal water supplies along 
the East Coast would be safe- 
guarded. 

Temperatures throughout the 
Glades would be moderated. 

To provide another second 
benefit, it was recommended that 
the levees and dikes in the im- 
proved areas be capped with 
rock for use as roadw: s well 
as to afford them protection. 

“In future development," Mr. 
Wallis told tlie board, "it will be 
just as important to keep water 
on the Glades as to afford means 
of draining it off. We may find 
that muc} of the area classified
